The truttv is that Great Britain 
the United States and Japan would 
like to have the French and Italian 
get their facts first-hand lest the gov 
ernments at Rome and Paris get their 
Impression from pi ess reports. Also 
there is the hope that a formula maj 
Hg found which will permit France 
to depart from her 
announcemen 


that unless land armament is taken 
up she will not consider limitation of 
her navy. 
While France and Italy have specia 


. reasons for wishing to expand th< 
size and number of auxiliary craft 
the problem of a satisfactory ratio 
for the three big navies 
probablj 


would, if solved, have a restraining 
influence on both Italy and France.. 


What the French cabinet has no 


yet fully realized is that the United 
States is in earnest in trying to ob 
tain limitation of naval armamen 
and that if the French block the plan 
there will not be the favorable im- 
pression here toward a re-considera- 
tion of war debts which European 
writers regard as inevitable. Until ex 
penditures for naval

purposes are cut down, the capacity 
of France to pay her debts to the 
United States will be regarded as 
adequate by those in congress who 
insist that the debt agreements as 
made arc just.

The other was Wal- 
ter Scholl. 33, jobless accountant and 
a former convict, who was ai rested foi 
slaying his two children by covering 
their faces with ether-soaked cloths. 


CroaUn fought conviction, his law- 


yers* pleading insanity. Scholl 
con- 


fessed the crime of which ho is chaig- 
ed and sobbed forth the hope that he 
may be sentenced to death in the elec- 
tric chair. 


Croakin, by the jury's •\erdict, will 


be sent to the penitentiary at Johet, 
where ho will become a fellow com ict 
of two other Chicagoans already serv- 
ing the same sentence for a similar 
crime. They are Xathan Leopold, Jr., 
and Dickie Loeb, who killed 13-year- 
old Bobbie Fianks "for a thrill." 


The Schmith boy was killed by Croa- 


kin, 
according to Croakm'b confession 


because of a fear that the boy would 
tell he had been mistreated. A black- 
smith's hammer was the weapon, a 
blow on the head causing death. The 
loft of a North Side .riding academy 
was the place of the crime,' "Croakin 
luring the child there by promises of 
candy.

CHILD SLAYER'S MOTIVE, 


It was no s^ch-motive", " liowevor, 


that led to the deaths of S-year-old 
vian Scholl and'-her %S-ycar-bld'b6rth- 
er, Donald. Their father, in pouring

"I wanted to go with you" he moan-

"but it is better to let the law send me 
to you." 
Scholl said he told A'lvian 


of his plan and that she said she was 
willing to die. 


"She smiled," Scholl added, 
"and 


said, 'Daddy, I know you can't live 
without mama, and daddy, if you die, 
Donald and I will be glad to die with 
jou." 


Margaret Scholl the second 
wife, 


whose expression of fear that some- 
thing had happened, led police to dis- 
cover the bodies in an abandoned Gary 
house. Tuesday, visited Scholl at the 
Gary Jail. Both wept when they met. 


"He is insane," Mrs. Scholl told offi- 


cials, "but I can't help loving 
him 


just the same," 


Scholl's parents, the Rev. and Mrs.

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DESERT SANDS MAY PROVIDE POTASH SUPPLY FOR A 


U,S, FARMERS LOOK 
TO NEW MEXICO AND 
TEXAS FORJATERIAl 


Discovery May Release Coun- 


try from Dependency on 
Europe for Fertilizer 


Washington—America may be re- 


leased from its dependency upon Eur- 
ope for its annual potash supply if the 
potash fields located in Texas and Ne>v 
Mexico prove as valuable as investi- 
gators believe them to be. 


The discovery of the mineials was 


made by the Geological Survey work- 
ins under the auspices of the Depart- 
ments of Interior and Commerce. Con- 
gress had recently appropriated $100.- 
JOO for these departments to carry on 
potash explorations. 


The existence of these beds, from 


750 to l.SOO feet below the surface, 
was discovered by drilling of an oil 
prospecting company, assisted by Ge- 
ological Survey officials. 


The beds are thick enough for a 


mining aveiage of about 12.5 per cent 
strength. .The average run-of-the-mine 
materials at the Stras&furt. Germany, 
beds have a potash content of only S 
to 10 per cent. 


Ten beds in all have been foun.1. 


They range between 11 inches and 5 
feet in thickness. 


SOUGHT SINCE 1913 


"It must not be imagined that this 


is simply a lucky strike made at ran- 
dom," says Dr. G. R. -Mansfield of the 
Geological Survey. "We have believed 
for years that if paying potash depos- 
its wcie ever to be found in this coun- 
try the most likely place to seek them 
would be the Panhandle region of Tex- 
as and the adjacent 
corner 
of Xo»v 


Mexico, and v.e have actually 
been 


hunting for them since 1913. 


"Of course, we cannot tell 
from 
a 


single coie drilling how extensive the 
new beds are, but we do know definite- 
ly now that working quantities of rich 
potash minerals exist at this 
place, 


and our previous effort indicates that 
potash deposits of some soit exist in 
many places." 


The new potash field is \\cll seivcd 


by raihoads. Two lines run through 
it and three others have branches into 
it at various points. Galveston is the 
nearest salt water port. 


Geological Survey 
officials 
believe 


that for certain types of soil the min- 
erals as they came from the . shaft 
would need only grinding to 'make 
them satisfactroy fertilizers. 


More or less rock aalt occuis in be- 


tween the layers of potash minerals, 
but this can easily be picked out b> 
' Uie cheapest of labor or by machinery. 


'The potash impoits

Kurope 


now amount to about 517,000.000 an- 
nually. A smalt amount is produced at 
Searles I^ake in California, the bed of 
a dned-up sea. but this barely meets 
10 per cent of the requirements.

St. .Marys Kan.—The vandalism ot 


a roving nvcr which covered ma.iy 
acres of valuable farm land has been 
brought to an end by forcing the wa- 
ter to retreat and leai-c the fields more 
feitilc than they were before the river 
had passed over them. 


H. F. Kcllner. who operates a farm 


near hcic, has been able to add about 
."00 acres of land which was a part of 
fhe River Kaw's bed and 
plant the 


land to crops. 


A six-foot fill, composed ot 
soil 


that. Kcllner points out. formerly was 
the cream of the farmlands lying aloi-.s 
the banks of the Kaw river upstream, 
this year was laid by flood waters oa 
top of what were sandbars on the 
Kcllner farm a season ago. 


This unusual accomplishment has 


been made possible bp 
steel jetties 


which are placed along the side of the 
river to catch dnftwood and force thc 
river to deposit silt and sediment along 
tho bank. 


JETTIES RETRIEVES SOIL, 


The jetty, invented and used by 


Kellner, consists of three 16-foot steel 
angles, bolted at thc intersection to 
form a double tripod, having six points, 
all bound together with heavy wire. 


Rows of these jetties, all joined b> 


heavy steel cables and anchored firm- 
ly in thc bank, are placed at right an-

the question of recalling them from the 
Saar valley was presented to the-League 
of Nations council now in session at 
Geneva. \ Foreign Minister Stresemann 
made a strong plea for the removal of the 
small force now guarding the railways 
amLljnes of communication in the Saar. 
AfieT^" thorough discussion of' the'mat1' 


• ter^it was-agreed that this should be done 
and that a Railway defense corps of eight 
hundred men, made up of soldiers of dif- 
ferent nations, should take its place. This 
brought much satisfaction to Germany 
if or it represents another important con- 
; cession in the modification of the peace 
^treaty. Gradually the severities of the 
/treat}- are being toned down and its in- 
: fequities adjusted. 
The Saar issue has

"will be held under which the people of the

FASCISM AND THE POPE 


Pope Pius has -for the second time tak- 


en the occasion to severely criticise the 
Fascfst regime in Italy tinder Premier 
Mussolini and his most recent criticism is 
in the form of an objection to the basic 
principle of Fascism, which is .that of 
"Everything and everybody m- the 'state, 
for the state." 


Pope Pius contends that this is a false 


premise, that "man is not and never can 
be the means. 
He is the end—not, of 


'course, the ultimate, supreme end, which 
is God—but in the creation man is really 
the end and center about which every- 
thing is organized. 
Therefore- neither 


the concepts of race or those of the state 
or nation should supersede that of man as 
the end.'' 


Pope Pius has thus voiced what most 


thinking people outside of Italy have been 
evolving for some time. No one can deny 
that Mussolini and his Black Shirjts have 
done a great, >vork but the consensus of 
opinion now is" that he has-"overreached 
himself and that it is only a question of 
time when he will face a disastrous crisis. 


Mussolini defies the state. 
After all, 


the state is created by man and not man 
by the state. 
In fact, the state is but a 


convenient way men have of living to- 
gether and insuring reasonable peace, 
protection and^'prosperity in the pursuit 
of their endeavqrs^and.happiness. .----=-. 


Fascism takes little account of the in- 


dividual, however. "Everything must be 
for the state, for Italy. 
The personal 


equation is almost completely disregard- 
ed. 
It is a form of Socialistic experi- 


ment. 
The mailed fist is the. sceptre of 


power and Mussolini wields it with a firm 
hand. Mussolini is the man of the hour. 
He has captured the imagination of the 
Italian people, but their loyalty'can still 
turn to hatred if they are pushed too far.

THE SUICIDE WAVE MYTH 


According to the papers we are forever on the 


crest of a "crime wave." 
When there isn't much 


news of importance this crime wave idea is useful 
Police authorities, nerve specialists, lecturers, psy- 
chologists, sociologists and the like, always ca4r 
for publicity, seldom decline to be "interviewed" 
•bout the causes'of the wave. 


Now «e are having a "suicide wave." Most of it 


is the bunk. The rest of it Is excellent free adver- 
tising.-for the same old police authorities, nerve 
specialists, lecturers, psychologists and sociologists. 


Because some college students have rid tho world 


of themselves lately, these "authorities" are ex- 
plaining in the newspapers how come. Some of 
>m 
glibly assure us that the suicidal impulse 


grows out of the youth's failure to "readjust" hi.s 
thought, the new philosophy and so on which he 
learns in college being so different and so much at 
variance with the simple old ideas he has 
been 


brought up t^ cherish and believe. This is the veri- 
est rot of a maleducated mirid. Thero are truly too 
many plain nuts cluttering up college and univer- 
sity life. 


Some of the --authorities" tell us the'parents are 


to blame—faulty home training. Boy has been al- 
lowed to have his own way. selfish, unable to see 
th« fairness of the other fellow's right or argu- 
ments, and when he gets away from home where 
he can't have everything his own way he just 
naturally takes the easiest way out. This is a mean, 
furtive way of saying that the boy comes of tainted 
or degenerate stock. The parents may seem respect- 
able, refined and all that, but when we really know 
the family history as a family doctor knows it, then 
the suicide becomes only one of the manifestations 
of 
degeneracy. 
I 
have no particular family in 


mind, and indeed I don't believe any family can 
cast stones at any other family as far as degener- 
acy may be concerned. 
f 


Most people today are aware that the "crime 


\\ave" is merely a newspaper invention. 


The "suicidal wave" is equally mythical or im- 


aginary. We must bear in mind that not only num- 
erically but proportionately a far greater number of 
students enter college today than .in times-past, and 
consequently a higher suicide rate must "he expect- 
ed. We should also remember that'-the" most de- 
generate class, the newly wealthy, the" too prosper- 
ous middle class, now contributes the greater .part 
of the student body to the colleges and univcr.si- 
ties of this country, and hence there is an unde- 
sirable element in college 
life, young men and 


young women who care nothing for education and 
have no ambition or'ideals but are in college only 
because the "crowd goes there. Among ~these un- 
fortunates the suicides occur, which is better than 
the criminal escapades to which, their abnormal 
ideas lead. 
_ > 


In 1904 there were S53 suicides in New York city, 


one-third of---which--were -by carbolic, acid. -Then a 
new law prohibiting the sale of carbolic acid in a 
solution strotiger than 5,per cent (one in 20) went 
into effect. In 1907 thefe were 565 suicides, not one 
of which was due to carbolic acid. So it would seem 
that we, the people, have some control over sui- 
cide. But we are not very conscious of our respon- 
sibility. We still permit the sales of pure carbolic 
acid in some communities.
